(N 52/5 37) were transferred to aolice offices located naar their 
respective home towns, Thirty volicemen were discharged as "unsuitable 


for VP service" because they had been held as 2.5 bs the éestern Sowers 
or had relatives in .estorn Gormany, Other personnel who wore reassigned 


included some officers vo tho YP school in Torgau, a small group of 


»lice to burc, a former AP >ilot to Goerlitz, and two medical policeuen 


to a school near Berlin, In early December, only a housekeeninz detail 


of about 39 police romaincd in Camm apollensdorf, Tho dotail maintained 
the camp installations, which had recently been furnished with a nublic

2. In 2 December, a VP? “.cntneister belonsing to the V? unit in Carm ‘inld= 
frieden near Purg stuta. that he would be transferred to an unidentified 
place the following day. Me said that nany members of the unit had reconte 
ly shirped out to unidentified destinations, In Jans ‘‘aléfricden the con= 


struction of four onc=story brick barracks » each about 79 meters lone, 


was hurried to completion. ‘ifty doors had to be delivered and installed 


ly 19 December, althouch the brickwork had not yet dried, (2) 


3. At the besinnine of Decerber, it vas learned that the niajority of the 


police at the Ve school in Gloowen (1: 93/¥ 98) had suddenly left the ost 
at the end of November. Their dependents had not been informed of the re~ 


assimment. (3) 


h. Durin> the ni-hts of 25 and 26 November, all comoanies of the VP school 
in Klietz (U1 53/¥ 96) left by truck, allegedly zoins to the Czecnoslovalcian 


border. The nolice were only allowed to take®suitcase alon:, The truck 
drivers were ordered to ronort to Karlshorst upon conzletion of their 
miscion, A VP Meister, formerly an ‘PF Pilot, was told to revert to the 


Hain Administration of fir 2olice in Berlin, Prior to the derarture cf 


the companies, the Klietz VP school had beon oceunied hy 1,000 rolice. 


5. On 3 December, it was learned that the entire V’ Bereitschaft in Meiningzen 
was to be transferred because Soviet troops would trove into the barracks 
installation. VP Oberrat Fricdrich (fnu), who had succeeded V? Oherrat, 
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Beyer (fnu) as the commanding officer of the wit » Said that the 
Rereitschaft would mv: to Riesa (N 52/5 S13; On y Rocember it wes 
learned that one platoon or the Bereitschart left by truck on 3 De~ 
cember. During the night of 8 December, four trucks of the Bereit< 
schaft were observed moving from Meiningen toward arfurt, loaded 
with billeting equipment. (5) 


6. On 19 December, it was learned that three Kommandos of the VP unit 
in the Leibgardehusaren Kaserne » Potsdam, had been transferred to 
Land Saxony and Land Thuringia, allegedly on 11 December. The unit's 
headquarters and a guard detail remained in Potsdan., It was rumorod 
that a school of the Bereitschaftspolizei would be established in the 
barracks installation. (6) 


7o At the end of November » it was learned that, beginning on 23 November . 
the 3d VP Rereitschaft in “ittenberg was solit up and reassigned to 
several police posts, Police drivers who returned to Wittenberg said 
that. they had taken the policemen to Purg, from where they would te 
reassigned to other posts. In late November, only a small guard detail 
of the 3d VP Bercitschaft remained in Wittenberg. Sixty-five nolice 
who arrived in Jittenberg said that they had come from the Vp drivers! Fae
